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been a failure. Public apathy re- 
‘mains as great as ever. 

But if the general public is not 
‘yet alarmed about this carnage, 
there are groups in both the 
United States and Canada which 
are at last tackling the basic 
cause of traffic deaths. 

The major factor in road 
‘deaths, we now know, is in the 
unsafe design of our automo- 
‘viies. Bad driving is a related 
‘cause, of course, but the fact 
that North American car manu- 
facturers have always put the 
emphasis on style instead of 
‘safety is a bigger cause than 
‘drunkenness or speeding. 

A Canadian group headed by 
Heward Grafftey, a Quebec Lib- 
eral MP, recently told Prime 
Minister Pearson that ‘‘many 
lives now being lost could be 
‘saved if safety features already 
tested and known were incorpo- 
rated into the design of automo- 
biles.” .. 

The Canadian Government has 
vet to act on this warning, leav- 
ing the initiative to the rrov- 
inces on the gounds that high- 
ways and related matters are a 
provincia! responsibility. 

In the U.S., ko vever, some 36 
hills are now moving through 
Congress that would ¢ffect high- 
way safety. Not all of these will 
be passed, but a good number 
will, and as a resnit, we can an- 
ticipate many wore safety fea- 
tures on -*cs in the future.

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Musical Miracle 


Wor the past five years, since its 
‘formation I have been trying to catch 
up With the National Youth Orches- 
tra. Until this summer I have hot 
been successful. When I have been in 
Mastern Canada I have read of the 
enthusiastic reception the group was 
receiving in the Western provinces. 


When my journey has taken me 
West, these musically gifted young 


people have been delighting Eastern 


‘audiences. But catch up with them I 


finally did in Winnipeg. 


X first saw. conductor, musicians, 
nurse, chaperone and manager as 
they disembarked from a CN train in 
the Prairie city. They were a lively 
assortment of teenagers and adults, 
instruments and baggage. 

Franz Paul Decker, their German- 


bern conductor, calls the 106 mem- 


bers of this year's ‘orchestra his 
chikiren, They range in age from 14 
to 24 years old. 

I am among the millions who muat 
admit I cannot read a note of music, 
yet I do appreciate it. I believe for 
many people classical music is an 
acquired taste. I have been indulging 
myself for years enjoying symphony 
concerta and long-playing records cut 
by some of the finest orchestras in 
the world. I like to believe my

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ore Style 

The auto industry has always 
fallen back on one main defense 
for producing killer vehicles. 
The excuse — and it is not with- 
out some justification — is that 


chrome and style, not safety. 
But now even the auto industry 
admits that the solution is to . 
ram safety features down the 
public’s throat by government 
legislation which would put all 
car makers on an equal basis in 
the distasteful business of pro- 
ducing safe cars. 


It has already been announced 


features will be incorporated in 
all vehicles manufactured in 
this country in 1966. The main 
addition is that all cars will car- 
ry safety belts in front and rear 
seats. 


But more remains to be done. 
The two most pressingly needed 
additions are collapsable steer- 
ing wheels and cushioned bump- . 
ers. All this will make cars cost 
more, but this is the price we 
are going to have to pay if we 

» are even to begin grappling 
realistically with the mounting 
highway death toll. 


Part of the problem remains * 
in the basie public attitude 
toward car driving. Most people 
regard operating a car as a 
right. It is not — it is a privi- 
lege ~-- and our courts need to 
get much tougher with errant 
drivers. 

As a start, we can give our 
sunport to compulsory automo- 
bile inspection, which is now 
carried on in only a few narts of 
Canada. Every unsafe car 
should be ruled off the road. 


We also need to support our 
courts in lifting the licenses of 
bad drivers. Most bad driving 
results from personality and 
psychological problems of a mi- 
nority of motorists. 


Let the courts order psycholo- 
gical tests for repeated offen- 
ders. And don’t holler when our 
(axes go ip to pay the cost. We 
can start by doubling the cost of 
car licenses and using the mon- 
ey to get killers off the road.

Some 40 or 50 of the leaders of the 
Cheese Industry in Ontario met dast 
week at the Sun Valley Motel, Belle- 
ville, 


All aspects of the cheese industry | 


were discussed. Mr. A. L. Rowson of 
the 
London, England, was the guest 
speaker, The firm of Rawson & 
Company gives the Cheese Producers’ 
Marketing Board orders from 9 to 
10 million pounds of cheese per year. 
They are also large handlers of New 
Zealand- and Australian cheese. Mr. 
Rowson stated that it was very un- 
usual that Ontario cheese had raised 
6 cents in price in the last 4 years, 
while Australian cheese. has dropped 
3% cents in the last 6 months. Mr. 
Rowson was also very. enthusiastic 
about Ontario cheese and its aging 
qualities and he would like to be able 
to purchase much larger quantities 
than the board has been able to 
supply him the last few years. 

in reply to a question asked, “If 
he thought Ontario Cheese could be 
sold at a higher price on the London 
Macket, Mr. Rowson’s reply was 
“When your customers in the United 
Kingdom have gone to the expense 
of building up a market for your 
product it is always possible to hold 
vnem to ransom tor a short period 
of, time but it would be much 
sounder business principles to con- 
sider what might happen to your 
market next year and the years to 
follow, and to remember it was 
only*by orderly marketing by a pro- 
ducer’s group could such a premium 
trade be built in such a few short 
years. 

It was mentioned that a few high 
scoring factories in Central Ontario 
district paid as high as $1.00 per 
pound butterfat or $3.50 per hundred 
weight for 3.5 milk delivered at their 
plants for the month of June. To 
these prices will be added the Federal 
Governments supplementary and 
deficiency payments which is ex- 
pected to be between 35 to 45 cents 
per hundred weight on milk. 

The Chairman of the Board, H. C. 
Arnold, stated the Ontario Cheese 
Industry was never in as healthy a 
position as it is today. He pointed 
out to the meeting that a large 
number of factories in Ontario were 
‘running to capacity this season and 
ontario cheese is selling 1 cent 
higher than last year on the U.K. 
wiarket in spite of the fact Australian 
cheese’ has dropped in price 3% cents 
per lb. He also stated that to date 
we have been able to give the 
British Importer only one-third of 
their requirements. The financial 
position of our board was never as 
sound as at present. Today our 
Cheese Industry is one of the 
brightest spots of Eastern Canadian 
agriculture.

The pressures on Prime Min- 
ister Pearson for a fall election 
came not from an outraged pub- 

_ tie or an indignant Opposition 
\ aroused over any major issue in 
current Canadian politics. They 
came, instead, from a handful 
of party. strategists who have 
believed that the Liberals could 
_ win a majority in Parliament by 
going to the country before the 
end of 1965. ” ” 


No one except the Prime Min- 
ister’s key advisors have want- 
ad an early election. Certainly 
not the Opposition parties, de- 
spite Mr. Diefenbaker's threat 
to open the fall session of the 
House of Commons with a non- 
confidence vote over the Rivard 
affair. He could have done that 
last June, when the issue was 
hot, but chose not to. 


The Parliament elected in 
1963 was elected to govern up to 
five years, as long as the Prime 
Minister could maintain the sup- 
port of the House. So far, Mr. 
Pearson has been able to do 
this. 


While doing so, his minority 


yovernment, despite several 
embarrassing scrapes, has es- 
tablished a fairly respectable 


record. The Quebec problem has 
heen tackled head-on even if 


success has not been complete; 
a national pension program has 
been set up: we have a new flag 
and the blueprint has been 
drawn for a Canada-wide medi- 
care scheme. 


The country is prosperous, 
and the.government has taken 
concrete steps to assist areas 
not sharing fully in our econom- 
ie growth. The Pearson govern- 
ment has wisely kept Canada 
from becoming eniengled. in 
South Vietnam and o'her areas 
of crisis. 


Capping the economic boom 
has come another fantastic sale 
of wheat to the Soviet Union, 
which will pour $450 millior into 
the hands of western farmers. 

But perhaps the chief argu- 
ment against a 1955 election has 


~-. 


been the fact that redistribution 
of House of Commons seats will 
take another year to complete. 
An election this fall — the fifth 
in eight years — means that the 
farliament chosen to govern u 
to 1970 will be representing rid- 
ings which were mapped out on 
the basis of the 1951 census. 
There has been a tremendous 
shift in population since then. 


Despite all the -arguments, 
Canadians should realize by now 
that. general elections are never 


-called at a time that is in the 


best interest of the country. 
They are called whenever it is 
in the best interest of the gov- 
ernment, and under our system, 
it is the Prime Minister's right 
to choose whatever time he 
thinks best for his party. 


Many Liberals, obviously, 
have felt they should test their 
popularity this year, when times 
are good, and while Mr. Diefen- 
baker is still at the helm of the 
Conservatives. Their unques- 
tioned strength in Quebec, com- 
bined with apparently greater 
support in. the West and Ontario, 
should give the Liberals a solid 
working majority, in the opinion 
of these strategists. 


The last Gallup poll calculated 
Liberal support at 45 per cent, 
compared to 29 per cent. for the 
Conservatives. It is not safe to 
project these figures into the fu- 
ture, however. 


Mr. Diefenbaker gave a re- 
markable example of his cam- 
paign prowess recently in Que- 
kee, just as Mr. Pearson was 
honing his political razor in the 
West. While the Tory chief was 
visiting primarily English- 
speaking districts in Quebec, he 
nevertheless got an enthusiastic 
welcome. He also revealed, by 
speaking in French at length 
and with considerable fluency, 
that he’s been doing his home- 
work and Has not by any means 
written off Quebec: to the Liber- 
al machine.

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A Government's Gift to the People 


I cannot think of a more pleasant 
way to start a summer holiday than 
to visit Upper Canada Village, 
“Ontario's Living Heritage,” near 
Morrisburg. Especially if the day is 
sunny, the breéze off the St. Law- 
rence River balmy and the time a 
summer month. 

This was the perfect combination 
of weather, atmosphere and time 
which I enjoyed when I first sighted 
the verdant grounds and tall trees of 
Crysler Farm Battlefield Park. I have 
written about pioneer villags in the 
past, always enjoyed my visits to 
them ‘for I am a museum buff), but 
| until, this last experience I have 
inever felt the surge of memories I 
did as I entered.the village proper. 

The authenticity of the buildings 
that were moved from eight villages 
doomed to be flooded by the St. 
Lawrence Seaway and Power Pro- 
jects, play stricks on one’s imagina- 
tion. It is not hard to picture the 
wife of the Rev. Sharts tending her 
peonies and lemon lilies in her 
garden while her husband studied 
from the ancient Lutheran Bible, now 
resting on an old pastor's desk in 
their home. 

I climbed to the Choir Loft in 
Christ Church and looked down on the 
primitive altar and enclosed pews 
wheré, I suspect, the congregation 


solemnly nodded to one another from | 


their seats on the four sides facing 
‘inwards. It interested me to read that 
Upper Canada’s first Governor, John 
Graves Simcoe, and some of his 
successors, tried to make the Church 
of England an_ established state 
church. At one time the-vejergy of 
this denomination were the only ones 
allowed to perform the marriage 
ceremony. In 1837 this privilege was 
still in evidence and was one of the 
causes for the Mackenzie Rebellion 
in Upper Canada. 


Crysler Hall is perhaps the most 
imposing building. It gives meaning 
to the Village because of the histori- 
cal battle of Crysler Farm. Built by

| The City of Belleville and the 
County of Hastings made municipal 
history on Tuesday-of this week as at 
a unique joint meeting of the two 
council bodies the final go-ahead for 
construction of the new Belleville 
General Hospital addition was given 
approval.

tell you something about the prepara- | 


tions which we went through. 

On July 3, I was transported to 
Camp Petawawa by Army vehicle. 
| While there we took what might be 
called a refresher course, preparing 
us for our excursion to the south. 
This consisted mainly of learning the 


jae British system of foot and. 


weapon drill, although we did spend 
some time on national survival, first 
aid, and map reading. The Jamajcans, 
we had been warned, were very sharp 
in drill (British). I don’t know. if we 
iwere afraid of being shown up or 
whether we were just showing our 
Canadian pri@e, but we drilled end- 
llessly, determined to be’ equally good, 
(and believe me it paid off. 
/ Since. we were going to Jamaica 
‘to instruct West Indian cadets, we 
iwere given ample apportunity to 
|practice. We were divided into two 
groups and each day instructed in a 
-certain phase. of cadet training. The 
| previous’ night was all the time we 
|were allotted to prepare this lesson 
) and if it was not completely prepared 
and adequately taught, we -were 
‘quietly taken aside and in none too 
:gentle words told to ‘smarten up.’ 
The last four days at Petawawa 
were very slack, for a change. We 
idid very little, had a lot of time to 
‘ourselves, but actually accomplished 
‘a lot. Apparently they did not want 
‘to take any chances so we were given 


‘ 


“medical upon medical, and although 


‘they were fairly strict, we all passed. . 


We were also outfitted with our 
|summer dress for the tropics, com- 
|monly known as ‘T Dubs.’ Perhaps 
|you have seen this uniform on 
/military personnel, it being a light 
jkhaki colour and made of cotton. 
|Before leaving for camp we had all 
been measured from head to foot for 
this uniform, but in typical Army 
| fashion, we were given a tunic and 
la pair of pants from a huge pile and 
told to wear them. If they fit fairly 
i well we wore them, but if they were 
greatly out of proportion, they were 
altered slightly. 
| “After nearly two weeks of prep- 
laratory training, we had our final 
parade. Our march past was to the 
| music of the drum and pipes band o 
| the 2nd Battalion Canadian Guards, 
and although I might be a little 
biased I honestly believe it was the 
ppeen paratie or inspection of cadets 
I have ever witnessed. 

The rest of the day was used to 
‘pack. What a job! We were allowed 
iforty pounds of luggage and trying 
ito keep below this restriction was 
jnearly impossible, although somehow 
we managed. 

The following day we were UP at 
5 a.m. to board a bus for Ottawa, our 
| point of departure. Since we had 
| nearly a full day to ourself, we 
'toured the capital. We toured the 
Parliament Buildings and witnessed 
the Changing of the Guard, Qther 
‘places of interest were Government 
| House, home of the Yovernor. General, 
and ‘the residence of the Prime 
Minister. For many of the cadets it 
was their first trip to Ottawa and a 
very interesting experience. 

At this point I might say there 
were 58 Exchange Cadets; 26 going 
to. Jamaica, 16 going to Barbados, 
and 16 destined for Trinidad and 
Tobago. Of the group I was with, 
the Royal 26 as we called ourselves, 
there was one cadet from British 
Columbia, Saskatchewan, 
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| mainder being from. either Ontario 
jor Quebec. The other provinces, with 
lthe exception of P.El. were repre- 
| sented by cadets of the other groups. 
July 18, 1965, this is the day! At 
18 a.m. we boayded our plane, an 
iRC.A.F, Yukon. This aircraft is 
designed for igh speed, long range 
| operations, normally seating 134, and 
jwith a cruising speed of 390 m.p.h. 
, While flying we crossed over Syra- 
| cuse, Watertown, and New York 
icity before hitting the Atlantic. 
Later on we could see the Florida 
i Keys, Haiti, Cuba, and numerous 
‘other unidentified islands. 612 hours 
later we landed, for the time being, 
| bringing to an end an experience 
| which 58 Exchange Cadets will never 
| forget. 
| Immediately upon landing 4 Health 
(Officer rushed aboard to spray US 
‘with a disinfectant, apparently #0 
| that there would be ho good old 
iCanadian germs invading the island. 
| We soon learned that it was probab- 
ily to prevent the Jamaican germs 
| from boarding the plane and emigra- 
‘ting to Canada. 

Stepping off the plane we thought 
we would be cremated. It was Oh deg

cadets going to Canada. Their dress 
was What we though to be very in- 
formal but soon learned it was their 
only uniform. It consisted of a pair of 
tan pants with a strip of blue denim 
sewn On personally by each cadet. 
Their shirt was a very heavy 
material with their so-called badges 
glued on. Their unit badges were 
similar to ours but. badges of rank 
| simply consisted of white adhesive 
itape with stripes hand drawn. 

Inside the airport we were formal- 
‘ly welcomed by a representative of 
| the Prime Minister and the Cana- 
‘dian High Commissioner. Somehow 
(26 Canadian cadets with duffle bags, 
‘and 26 Jamaican cadets managed to 
‘board a 40 passenger bus. Our 
‘destination was Cornwall College, a 
private school and the second largest 
in Jamaica and thank goodness we 
‘were only there for 5% weeks. We 
were billeted, if you may call it that, 
in the classrooms. Each room was 
approximately 40° x 18’, with 16 
eadets occupying it, sleeping on 
camp cots. Although we did not ex- 
pect to eat Canadian food, the food 
we were eating was ~beyond our 


expectations. Rice and goat meat to. 


Jamaicans are like potatoes and beef 
to ‘us. All the food on the island is 
curried and when they curry some- 
thing they sure do a good job. The 
majority of the cadets were from 
the city and to get them to eat goat 
meat and sleep on the floor is a 
story in itself. Until we exterminated 
them, it was very common to wake 
up with cockroaches in bed with you. 


During the first week in camp, we 
did nothing but swim, swim, swim. 
Everything has its saturation point, 
and before long this became very 
boring, and we were practically at 
each others throat. 

_ "To begin the second week we were 
divided into platoons. Cadets each 
had to instruct in two or three of the 
following subjects: weapon training, 
rifle coaching, drill, section leading, 
basic rescue, first aid, map reading, 


voice procedure, and methods of in- | 


struction. For the first camp I took 
a .course in sea proficiency and 
taught weapon training and drill. 

For the next camp, I was in a 
proficiency course, instructing in 
methods of instruction, map reading, 
drill, and weapon training. In Camp 
Petawawa we were told about. the 
Jamaicans being flawless in -their 
drill so we Were a little cautious on 
this subject. We soon _learned 
different. They did not know their 
let from their right, and I mean it. 
I remember once I had eight cadets 
on the range and since they had 
‘some experience in cadets I was 
taking for granted that they at least 
lknew something about the rifle. Be- 
fore long I was showing them how to 
‘aim and believe it or not one cadet 
thought that the fore-sight was the 
actual target. Oh well, we were in- 
structors and supposedly able to put 
up with this.

‘mornings we got up eariy, expecting 
a tour of some type, only to find out 
that it had beem cancelled at the last 
“minute. We were never told the night 
before. It we had a dollar for each 
| promise. that was broken I believe we 
would be millionaires. 

: Our other major complaint was 
food. Although wé gradually became 
| accustomed to it, there was never 
lenough of it, and sitting down to a 
_meal was never the highlight of the 
‘day. Eyery night our stomach forced 
us to go to a restaurant to prevent 
' starvation. This was whepe nearly all 
our money went.

| The only thing that is cheap com- 
pared to Canadian prices is liquor. 
Montego Bay, on the north shores 
, where we were staying, is one of the 
most luxurious places on the island. 
As a result prices are unbelievably 
high. Taking for granted were were 
Americans from Guantanamo, we 
were charged very high prices, but as 
soon as they found out we were 
Canadians the prices dropped just as 
quick as they rose. 

Jamd@ica, although it achieved its 
independence on August 6, 1962, is 
still a member of the Commonwealth, 
with a political system similar to 
that of Canada. One similarity is that 
it is still» on the sterling system of 
money. For a young country Jamaica 
is not very patriotic, in fact from 
what we saw patriotism is evident 
on only one day a year, that being 
Independence Day. This day is cele- 
brated on the first Monday in August 
and on August 2nd we participated 
m their annual parade. At each 
theatre, before the show begins 4 
small film portrays - the different 
aspects of Jamaican life, during 
which the national anthem is played. 
Of all the shows I attended, never did 
I see more than 10 per cent-of the 
natives stand. At least in Canada 
most people stand, even if their 
heart isn't in it.” 

This attitude did not increase our 
respect for these people. If anything, 
ijt made us show our national pride. 
| Whenever we marched downtown as 
\a group we would sing either ‘O 
|Canada’ or ‘Alduette,’ and by doing 


this we made the headlines and were 
| 


_the talk of the town. 


| While om the island we were 
honoured by a few tours. One such 
tour took us to the centre of the 
island to Goshen Farm, an experi- 
mental farm aimed at teaching 
Jamaicans better farming methods. 
It resembled the average farm of 
this area, complete with rocks, only 
it was slightly smafler. There were 
40 head of holstein and ayrshire 
cattle and I must admit they were 
very nice animals, I was surprised to 
learn that a mature cow sells for 
$300.00 and a three day old bull calf 
for $15.00. 

We were treated to two other tours 
but in my mind and the minds of 
95 other Canadian Exchange Cadets,

Surprisingly enough, the more time 
we spent in Jamaica, the nrre ime 
we had to ourselves. The Caribbean, 
with its 85-90 degree water was our 
‘constant companion. All of dur swim- 
{ming was done at Doctors Cave, a 
Ibathing beach unexcelled in the West 
lIndies. Every Monday evening we 
| made it a point to attend the Beach 
Party. If there was only one reason 
for going to Jamaica this was it. 
These parties are really wild! Danc- 
ing, native singing, and contests 
comprise the evening. Their answer 
to all the. dance crazes which are 
sweeping the nation is the ska, To 
me it is just a combination of all our 
dances, with a few more thrown in. 
Unfortunately, our sports was very 
limited. For-the Canadians the main 
game was our football, and for the 
Jamaicans is was also football, or 
what we call soccer, Two of us had 
the honour of playing for one of the 
teams and these guys are really great 
players. For a game of such speed 
and endurance, it is not as rough as 
I expected and personally I think 
basketball is rougher. 

Segregation is definitely present in 
Jamaica, although the physical 
qualities found in the United States 
is absent. 1 believé that nobody 
actually understands the racial prob- 
lems in the world today until they 
themselves are the under-dog. It 
really makes you think. One evening 
I was walking down the street with 
a negro girl and she was constantly 
being accused of preferring white 
people, and more or less snubbing 
negroes. 

Five and one half weeks after our 
arrival, on August 24, we were more 
than ready for our flight home.* In 
the late afternoon our plane landed 
from Barbados and Trinidad and 
Tobago and minutes later we were 
airborne. In the early hours of the 
morning of August 25 we landed in 
Ottawa, cleared customs, and boarded 
buses for Camp Petawawa. After 
clearing with the Quarter-Master, 
having our final medical, we just sat 
around for the rest of the day, again 
in typical army fashion, before being 
allowed to leave. I arrived home im 
time for lunch on August 26, and my 
first good meal in six weeks. 


During this write-up, I have written 
about my experiences this summer 
in Jamaica as I saw them, not neces- 
sarily as you see them in travel 
folders. In. certain instances the 
Jamaica Tourist Board 4 know- will 
not appreciate what I have said, im 
others they may. Jamaica is without 
doubt a truly beautiful island but 
like any other country, it does have 
its downfalls, which we put up with 
for 5% weeks. If. one has lots of 
money and wants a wild holiday, I 
advise you to go to Jamaica, the 
island of sun, rum, calypso, and girls, 
but I warn you take lots of money.

In West Germany, nearly 40 
million prosperous, ¢omfortable 
voters will go to the polls Sun- 
day, Sept. 19, to decide whether 
to turn out the only government 
the German Federal Republic 
has ever known. 

In New York City, a potential 
future American president ~ a 
Republican — has now become 
a five to four favorite to defeat 
a Democrat in an overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic community in 
the city's November mayoralty 
election. 


The German election is rated 
a toss-up between the ruling 


- Christian Democratic party of 


chancellor Ludwig Erhard, and 
the opposition Social Democrats 
under West Berlin’s aging but 
glamorous mayor, Willy Brandt. 
The Christian Democrats have 
. ruled the country since its es- 
tablishmment under Western pa- 
tronage in 1949. Chancellor Er- 
hard is campaigning chiefly on 
the prosperity theme. He was 
economics affairs minister un- 
der the founding Chancellor, 
Konrad Adenauer, and _ still 
basks in the alow of his achieve- 
ment of building war-devastat- 
ed Germany into the most pros- 
» perous country on the European 
continent. 
But Erhard has been handi- 
capped by a growing split in the 
Christian Democrats between 


- his own pro-American wing, 


and a pro-French bloc which 
still gets" its inspiration from 
Adenauer. 

Social Democratie leader 
Brandt has his hand's aps too. 
His. personal punularitv is not 
high among West Germans. 
Many Germans cannot forzet 
his illegitimate birth, or the 
fact that he fled Germany dur: 
ing the war and» returned 
after 1915 in a Norwegian army 
uniform, with a Norwedia: wife. 

But his party has been sain- 
ing strength in recent provincial 
elections, dospite the fact-it has 
turned its back.on its original 
socialistic policies.

seat in the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

It has been many years since 
New York was governed by any- 
thing but a Demotratic mayor. 
The retirement of the present 
mavor, Robert. Wagner, has 


. thrown the race for city hall 


wide open and Lindsay has sud- 
denly become the front-runner. 

New York City has so many 
serious problems, esnecially in 
crime, education, slums and 
transnortation, that it is doubt- 
ful whether even the aggressive 
and capable Lindsay will be 
able to do much more than dent 
the surface of the city’s com- 
plexities. 

But. the possibility of Lind- 
say's election has tremendous 
significance for the Republican 
narty. It would make him one of 
the leading voices in the party, 
where he could do much to re- 
verse the disastrous ritht-wing 
erift which occurred under Sen. 
Goldwater, 

Lindsay is himself a possible 
future presidential candidate.

MINISTER URGES PUBLIC 
HEALTH UNIT FOR 
CITY AND COUNTY 


Strong recommendation for a public 
health unit taking in the city of 
Belleville and the entire rural area, 
was made last week to city and 
county council members as they met 
jointly at the ‘county buildings to give 
final approval for new hospital con- 
struction. 

The speaker was Ontario’s Health 
Minister Dr. Matthew Dymond, who 
said now that the city and the county | 
had joined together to provide new 
hospital facilities, the same two 
bodies would join together to form a 
public health unit for the whole area. 

He said the only way to provide 
adequate public health service was 
by a public health unit which was 
eligible for government grants. 

“I would like to offer the services 
of my department to help form a 
public health unit here,” he said.
